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California is earnestly seeking to) 


get 3 cents er pound protective duty 
on raw lemons. Every member of 
the California deelgation in Wash- 
ington, including the two democrats 
of the delegation, signed an appeal 
for this duty, which was presented 
to the sub-committee of the ways and 
means committee on agricultural 


products. 
The presentation was made by 
Congressmen Kahn, Osborne Line- 


berger, Swing and Barbour. It was 
followed by an oral argument, show- 


pound on lemons would not prosper 
the industry but only permit it to 
mark time and prevent further ruina- 
tion. 

Qnly Congressman Nolan was un- 
able to sign the appeal for the 3- 
cent rate, and he is out of Wash- 
ington at present. He expected to 
return soon, and then will attach 
his signature, making the appeal 
complete and representing 100 per 
cent of all congressmen from Cali- 
fornia in favor of the permanent 
rate of protection for a great indus- 
try. 

The appeals is as follows: 

“We, the undersigned, composing 
the California delegation in the house 
of representatives, desire to bring 
to your attention the vital necessity 
of increasing the tariff on raw lem- 
ons from 2 cents per pound fixed 
in the emergency tariff schedules, to 
3 cents per pound in the permanent 
tariff schedules which you are pre- 
paring. ‘ ' 

“The present rate is entirely in- 
adequate if the lemon industry in 
California is to survive. Three cents 
is the minimum figure which will 
cover the difference in production 
cost in this country and abroad. 

“The state of California produces 
approximately 95 per cent of the 
lemons grown in the United States, 
and this product is entirely ade- 
quate to supply the needs of the 
nation. During the last year 10,000 
carloads of lemons were picked and 
dumped to rot, and many acres of 
trees were grubbed out, because of 
inadequate protective measures and 
the resultant inability to compete 
with Italian importations. 

“We wish to thoroughly impress 
upon you that the rate of 2 cents 
per pound ie inadequate and _ will 
only serve to prevent further de- 
struction of the groves by the own- 
ers until a 8-cent-per-pound rate can 
be enacted into a p ent. tariff

SERVICE MEN, LAND OWNERS 


It has tong been recognized by 
those interested in the rehabilitation 
of disabled service men that the 
greater problem is to come after the 
completion of institutional training. 
The average man in training is not 
physically able to compete with able- 
bodied men, and if, he were able, 
there is very little future success in 
store for him as a workingman in 
agriculture unless the work is ap- 
plied to his own place or a place 
he has a good chance of owning 


eventually. 
It was with this in mind that the 
graduating class of federal board 


men met with Mr. Booth some time 
ago to try to devise some plan: that 
would actually get the men on the 
land in the shortest time and With 
the least amount of capital. 


The first problem to face was that 
of capital, as it was recognize 
that altruism and patriotism played 
but a small part, to say the least 
As most of the trainees are not 
troubled much with the income tax 
collector, it was obviously impossible 
to expect them to make the initial 
Payment necessary to buy a farm. 
It was then suggested that a lease 
plan might be worked out some- 
what like the McDevitt project in 
Imperial Valley, but different from 
that in that it would not be on a 
community basis as is the case in 
Imperial Valley. Such a pian has 
been worked out, presented to Mr. 
Shirrell, the district vocational offi- 
cer, and has his approval. 

Briefly the plan is this: The man 
who wishes to start farming will 
just find the farm; he will then lease 
it with the option of buying at the 
end of the lease, at a price stipu- 
lated at the time drawn. The govern 
ment will give ‘the trainee place- 
ment training on his own place until 
he has shown that he is adapted to 
farming, and is going to make a suc: 
cess of it. This means that the en- 
tire proceeds from the farm may be 
applied on the purchase price, as the 
training pay is ample to support the 
trainee. The length of time that the 
training pay will be continued is 
problematical, depending on the suc- 
cess the individual makes, and also 
on the attitude the new administra- 
tion takes toward existing laws gov- 
erning such things. Before any man 
is allowed to sign a lease, it will 
first have to be thoroughly looked
